Besides 
the three women slain three men 
were injured, all apparently hit by 
gunmen’s bullets. a 

Despite the fact the robbers 
they might be able to trace them 
if they appeared at a doector's 
office for treatment for wounds 
inflicted by the dog. Their loot 
totaled only $200. The dog ran 
away unhurt. 

As one of the holdup men began 
pushing Henry Goetz, owner of the 
resort, the Great Dane leaped to 
the aid of iin master, sinking his 
teeth in the man's leg, and the 
gunman, in sudden fright, began 
to fire. The next instant the place 
was in darkness. Panic reigned as 
shots flew in all directions. Ap- 
parently one of the invaders, in 
attempting to turn on lights, had 
touched the wrong switch. 

When the lights were turned on 
again, they disclosed that Miss 
Mary Brining, 22 years old, for- 
merly of Champaign, III., and Miss 
Alice Ward of Milwaukee, were 
dead with bullets in their backs. 
Miss Mary Ganey, owner of a 
beauty . parlor, was mortally 
wounded. John Gates, a waiter, 
Jack O’Bierne and Lieut. James 
Micus, a railway detective, were 
wounded. 

While the panic was at ſts height 
Lieut. Micus fired at the invaders. 
The robbers used two motor cars 
to escape, and the Lieutenant, 
nearly overcome by his wounds, 
lost their trail. 

The holdup, which occurred just 
as Miss Ward prepared to sing a 
request number for the guests of 
the resort, was the major crime of 
a series that Chicago and vicinity 
suffered over the week-end.

CHARLES H MARKHAM. 
CHAIRMAN OF LC, IES 


Railroad Head Ill More Than 
Year and End Was Not 
Unexpected. 


By the Associated Press. 
ALTADENA, Cal, Nov. 24.— 


Charles H. Markham, chairman of 
the board of the Illinois Central 


Railroad, died of a paralytic stroke 
at his suburban home here at 1:35 
a. m. today. He was 69 years old. 

The body will be sent to Chicago 
tonight. Funeral services will be in 
Chicago at Holy Name Cathedral 
Friday morning with burial at 
Oakwood Cemetery. 

He had been ill for more than a 
year and had not been actively en- 
gaged in his official duties. About 
eight months ago he took up his 
residence here, where his son, Fred 
S. Markham, resides. His death was 
not unexpected. 

Prior to becoming chairman of 
the board, Markham was president 
of the Illinois Central. 

Electrified I, C.’s Chicago Termi- 
nals at Cost of $100,000,000. 

Markham, as president of the II- 
linois Central Railroad, at a time 
when most railroads were retrench- 
ing in the wake of the post-war de- 
flation, sponsored the appropria- 
tion of $100,000,000 to electrify the 
Illinois Central’s Chicago termi- 
nals. This doubled the speed of 
trains within city limits, rid the 
city of its principal smoke nuisance 
and began a movement for electri- 
fication of other terminals. there. 

Born in Clarksville, Tenn., on 
May 22, 1861, and schooled briefly 
at Addison, N. Y., to which his 
parents moved when he was a boy, 
Markham entered railroad work 
on a handcar. At 20 he was a 
section hand in Kansas on the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe. At 
40, however. he gave up the as- 
sistarit traffic managership of the 
Southern Pacific to become vice 
president of the Houston & Texas 
Central road, and although in the 
next decade he spent six years in 
the oil business, he came back in 
1911 as president of the Illinois 
Central. 

He was married in 1884 to Anna 
E. Smith of Louisville, III., and 
they had one son, Fred S., who 
became an oil producer in Califor- 
nia. Mrs. Markham died in 1922.

Standard Leasing Agree- 
ment of Ten Leading Dis- 
tributors Barred by U. S.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—Ten 
leading motion picture distributers 
suffered defeat in the Supreme 
Court today in their defense 
against charges of using methods 
in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. The uniform standard 


contracts and the credit systems 
enforced in leasing films to exhib- 
itors were held to violate the anti- 
trust law. 

The lower courts had held the 
standard contract was in violation 
of the Sherman law because it re- 
quired exhibitors to submit all dis- 
pute to compulsory arbitration. 

Regulations which required pur- 
chasers of theaters to assume un- 
expired contracts made by their 
predecessors were sustained by the 
lower courts as a proper method 
of protecting the distributers.

Washington Motorist Wins 
in U. S. Supreme Court 
—Offense Grave Under 


POTENTIAL DANGER 
IN AUTOS IS CITED 


Speeding Through Streets 
So as to Endanger Life 


and Property an Act of 
Depravity.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—The 


United States Supreme Court ruled 
unanimously today that the driving 
of an automobile through the pub- 
lic streets in a dangerous manner 
is a “grave offense” within the 
meaning of the Federal Constitu- 
tion and that a person accused of 
such driving has the right to trial 
by jury. Justice Sutherland gave 
the opinion of the Court. 

The case reviewed was that of 


William H. Colts, who was charged 
in an information before a Wash- 
ington (D. C.) Police Court with 
having driven his car “in such 
manner as to endanger property 
and individuals.” Colts pleaded 
not guilty and demanded a trial 
by jury. This was denied, and he 
was tried by a Magistrate and 
found guilty. 2 

The Court of Appeals of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, in reversing the 
judgment, held that Colts under 
the Constitution was entitled to 
trial by jury. 

Justice Sutherland Explains. 

In upholding the decision of the 
Appellate Court, Justice Sutherland 
quoted the provision of the con- 
stitution that the ‘trial of all 
crimes except in cases of impeach- 
ment shall be by jury.” 

“This provision,“ added Justice 
Sutherland, “is to be interpreted in 
the light of the common law, ac- 
cording to which petty offenses 
might be proceeded against sum- 
marily before a magistrate sitting 
without a jury. That there may be 
many offenses called ‘petty of- 
fenses’ which do not rise to the 
degree of crimes within the mean- 
ing of Article III of the Constitu- 
tion, and in respect of which Con- 
gress may dispense with a jury 
trial, is settled. 

“Whether a given offense is to 


a jury trial, or as a petty offense, 
triable summarily without a jury, 
depends primarily upon the nature 
of the offense. The offense here 
charged is not merely malum pro- 
hibitum but in its very nature is 
malum in se. It was an indictable 
offense at common law when 
horses instead of gasoline constitut- 
ed motive power. . 


Auto Potentially Dangerous. 

“An automobile is, potentially, a 
dangerous instrumentality, as the 
appalling number of | fatalities 
brought about every day by its op- 
eration bear distressing witness. To 
drive such an instrumentality 
through the public streets of a city 
so recklessly ‘as to endanger prop- 
erty and individuals’ is an act of 
such obvious depravity that to 
characterize it as a petty offense 
would be to shock the general 
moral sense. 

“If the act described in the in- 
formation had culminated in the 
death of a human being, the re- 
spondent (Colts) would have been 
subject to indictment for some de- 
gree of felonious homicide. Such 
an act properly cannot be described 
otherwise than as a grave offense 
—a crime within the meaning of 
the .Constitution—and as such 
within the constitutional guarantee 
of trial by a jury.” 


In St. Louis, any Pole Court 
defendant may obtain trial by jury 
upon application to the Court, but 
must pay the costs of the jury on 
conviction. 
before juries. Drunken driving 
cases here sometimes are sent to 
Police Court, which may impose 
workhouse sentences or fines, and 
at other times are heard in the 
Circuit Courts, which have juris- 
diction over felony cases.

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COMMUNITY PROPERTY 
INCOME TAX DECISION 


U. S. Supreme Court Upholds 
Separate Returns by Hus- 
band and Wife. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON Nov. 24.—The 


United States Supreme Court ruled 
today that income from community 
property in Arizona, Louisiana, 
Texas and Washington may be re- 


ported for Federal taxation in 
separate returns by the husband 
and wife. The decision, the first 
handed down by Justice Owen 
Robers, upheld the findings of 
lower courts in the four states. 

The Government took the case 
to the Supreme Court on a theory 
that community property income 
must be reported in its entirety in 
a single tax return by the husband 
alone. It pointed out that with the 
date of taxation increasing propor- 
tionately with the amount of in- 
come, separate returns resulted in 
a lower total payment to the Gov- 
ernment. 

The question turned on the in- 
terest of the wife in the income 
from community property as fixed 
by the laws of the four states. 

In a recent similar case from 
California, the Supreme Court 
ruled, the wife’s interest was not 
vested, but expectant and that the 
husband alone must make the in- 
come tax return. 

The decision may effect income 
tax returns from Idaho, Nevada 
and New Mexico. 

In the four cases in point the in- 
terested litigants were H. G. Sea- 
born of Washington, I. B. Koch of 
Arizona, William Pfaff of Louisi- 
ana and C. W. Bacon of Texas. 
Justice Roberts said the test 
was one of ownership of the in- 
come under State law and stated 
that under the laws of Washing- 
ton, Arizona, Texas and Louisiana, 
one-half belonged to the wife and 
that the Government's contention 
the question of control should pre- 
vail was not sound. 

Where the wife under State law 
has a right to one-half of the com- 
munity income she is entitled, the 
Court held, to make out a separate 
return covering her share. 


Community property laws in the 
United States derive from the Ro- 
man civil law through the Spanish 
law in Western states and the 
French Code Napoleon in Louisi- 
ana. The community property 
doctrine gives husband and wife 
equal interests in property  ac-

RULE ON CONVICT-MADE GOODS 


Burden of Proof Put Upon the 
Importer and Shipper.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—New 
regulations on imports of convict 
labor-made goods have been pro- 
mulgated by the Treasury. 
The regulations put the burden 
of proof that the goods were not 
manufactured in whole or in part 
by convict labor upon the importer 
and shipper. The regulations allow 
1 . 
imports from Russia upon affi- 
davit that convict labor was not 
used in the production. They fur- 
ther provide that the importer of 
merchandise from countries where 
convict labor is used must post a 
bond and submit a certificate of 
origin, signed by the foreign seller 
or owner of the merchandise made 
urder oath before an American 
Consular officer. The paragraph 
requiring affidavits before the 
American Consular officer, how- 
ever, permits the importation of 
Russian goods without the Con- 
sular invoice.

INDIAN CONFERENCE 
PREPARING. AGENDA 


Federal Relations Group of 32 
Assembles — Hindus and 
Moslems Confer.

LONDON, Nov. 24.— The Indian 
round-table conference began its 
constructive work today with the 
assembling of the Federal Rela- 
tions Committee of 32 members. 
The first task is to frame the 
agenda of its sessions which in 
itself is a big job. 
Discussions between the Hindus 
and Moslems in the hope of reach- 
ing an agreement on communal 
questions, especially the apportion- 
ment of seats in the provincial lex- 
islatures, were in full swing. Agu 
Khan, Moslem leader, is taking an 
active part in these discussions.

Brookhart Attacks Railroads. 
Railroad opponents to “Govern- 
ment subsidized water ways“ were 
assailed by Senator Smith Brook- 
hart of Iowa as themselves ben- 
eficiaries of enormous subsidies. 
Senator Brookhart began with 
the favorite example of the “land 
subsidy’ for rights of way, which, 
he said, amounted to 158,000,000 
acres— four and one-half states 
the size of Iowa and including one- 
seventh of the State of Iowa.” But 
he did not stop with one example. 
“Under the Esch-Cummins rail- 
road law,“ he went on, we gave 
them a value of 318,900,000 0,000. 
Their market value on the stock 
exchange, where their stocks were 
listed, then was about 311.750, 000, 
000. There we gave them à sub- 
sidy of about seven billion dollars 
by overvaluation. : 
“That was not all. We ordered 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to give them a return of first 
6 and later 5% per cent on that 
valuation, water and all, when the 
American people were able, taking 
the net income of the country as a 
whole, to produce earnings of only 
4% per cent. We gave the rail- 
roads, in other words, a subsidy 
not only in valuation, but also in 
the earnings on that valuation.“ 
“Art of Subsidy Grafting.” 
“We did not stop there. We gave 
them another guaranty, this time 
out of the Treasury, for their 
wartime profits under Government 
operation. The railroads padded 
their accounts in 1920 to discredit 
Government operation. It was not 
the first time they had done it. 
They added $1,485,000,000 to oper. 
ating expenses. Perhaps four or 
five hundred million could be 
fairly traced to increased wages 
The remaining nine or 10 hundred 
million was graft of every kind 
known to the art of subsidy graft- 
ing.

On June 30 this year it was esti- 
mated that an expenditure of $107,- 
226,362 was necessary to complete 
them on the basis of their author- 
ized dimensions. The rivers and 
harbors act of July 3 last, which 
carried total authorizations of 
$143,671,902.75, added approxi- 
mately $48,000,000 to the actual 
authorizations for the Mississippi 
River system, with about $250,000,- 
000 more contingent upon subse- 
quent recommendations of the 
United States army engineers. 

“Assuming that these further 
recommendations will be forthcom- 
ing, it is evident that the final 
completion of the Mississippi River 
system will involve an ultimate ex- 
penditure of around $400,000,000. 
Add to this the probable additional 
authorizations for other projects in 
the valley now being surveyed, and 
we have a job that will involve an 
ultimate capital outlay of $500,- 
000,000 in round figures,

“It is pertinent for us to ask. 
when will this great enterprise of 
a national inland waterway system 
be completed under present meth- 
ods of procedure? Will its antici- 
pated services be available to the 
American people within the days 
of the present generation if present 
methods and policy continue? The 
answer is, they will not. Annual 
appropriations must be substan- 
tially increased and probably 
doubled. 

When it is considered that ap- 
proximately $20,000,000 must be 
allotted each year for maintenance 
of existing projects, leaving only 
$30,000,000 annually. for actual 
construction, the utter inadequacy 
of the past policy of a $50,000,000 | 
annual appropriation is at once 
apparent.” 

Inexpensive river transportation 
Was descrilged as a way out for 
the Middle West” by Gov.

Pals, Known to Underworld 
as Me and You,” Pre- 
sumed to Have Been 
Killed in Reprisal. 


A siren was used by the assas- 
sins of Dewey Goebel and Lester 
Barth Saturday morning to clear 
the streets as they sped away from 
the scene of the machine-gun mur- 
der of the two gunmen and extor- 
tionists in front of 2225 Macklind 
avenue. 

Detectives learned that the siren, 
similar to those used on police and 
fire departments machines and il- 
legal for ether automobiles, was 
sounded for at least three or four 
blocks as the murderers sped 
through the streets that on Satur- 
day morning are the playground of 
the children of the Italian district 
where the shooting occurred. 

Goebel and Barth, such close 
pals that the underworld knew 
them as “Me and You,” are pre- 
sumed to have been killed in re- 
prisal for extortion, for holding up 
liquor shipments, or for other gang 
shootings in which they are said to 
have participated. Both gangsters 
and police recognized them as 
hardy gunmen who ordinarily dis- 
régarded gang affiliations and went 
their own criminal ways. 

Goebel, whose correct name was 
Goebbels, resided at 2158 Esther 
avenue. Barth lived at 2165 Sul- 
phur avenue, a block from Goebel’s 
home and eight blocks from the 
shooting scene. Only a few min- 
utes before the murder, the pair 
had purchased groceries in the gro- 
cery of Marion Oldani, also known 
as Mike Oldani, at 5224 Columbia 
avenue, and they were presumably 
on the way to Barth’s home when 
they were waylaid. Neither was 
armed. 

An open verdict of homicide was 
returned in the case after a routine 
inquest today at which two wit- 
nesses repeated their stories of the 
shooting, heretofore told in full, 
and policemen told of taking 
charge of the mortally wounded 
gangsters. 

Detectives who visited Goebel's 
home today reported they found 
in the basement 30 five-gallon cans 
of alcohol. Mrs. Goebel and a man 
who said he was Goebel’s brother 
were taken from the house to 
headquarters for questioning, but 
denied any knowledge of the al- 
cohol. 

Goebel is survived by hit widow, 
Barth by a widow and three chil- 
dren. Funeral services for Barth 
will be held at the Donnelly funeral 
establishment at 3846 Lindell boul- 
evard Tuesday afternoon, with in- 
terment in Sunset Burial Park. 
Funeral services for Goebel will be 
held at the same time and place, 
with burial in-St. Peter’s Cemetery.

‘NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 24.—

parasitic flies saved almost $100,000 
worth of peaches in Connecticut this 


iment Station announces. This 
seems to forecast a possible curb 
on the Oriental peach moth, which 
has covered much of the United 


States east of the Mississippi River, 
causing most of the wormy peaches. 

In this case science set a thief 
to catch a thief, one of the most ef- 
fective of crop protections. Two 
kinds of parasitic flies were used, 
one band robbing the moths’ eggs, 
the other their young. 

Attack on the eggs was made by 
trichogramma, an almost invisibly 
small fly, which bores holes in 
peach moth eggs and inserts its 
own eggs. The other flies, macro- 
centrus, much larger, lay eggs on 
the bodies of the peach moth 
larvae. This allows the larvae a 
chance to do damage, but not 
much, for presently the cocoon out 
of which a peach moth should 
emerge sends forth macrocentrus, 
which have eaten the moths inside. 

These two parasite’ flies were 
sent to 140 Connecticut orchards 
which a year ago lost $200,000 
from the peach moth. The tricho-

The director of this experiment,

I DEATH UPHELD 


Mrs. Irené Schroeder, With Ad- 
mirer, Convicted of Killing 
Pennsylvania Officer. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 24.—The 
State Supreme Court today upheld 
the conviction and death sentence 
of Mrs. Irene Schroeder and W. 
Glenn Dague for the murder of a 
State highway patrolman near New 
Castle, Pa., nearly a year ago. 

Mrs, Schroeder, 21-year-old 
blond, and Dague, former automo- 
bile salesman, were convicted of 
killing Corporal Brady Paul, Dec. 
27, 1929, when he sought to ques- 
tion them about a holdup. 

They were tried separately in 
New Castle last March, convicted 
of murder in first degree and the 
penalty fixed at death. 

The young woman and Dague 
formerly lived in Wheeling, W. Va., 
where she was a waitress. She 
left her husband and Dague left 
his wife. Police were seeking them 
for a holdup in Butler, Pa., when 
Faul stopped their automobile on 
the highway. They shot their way 
to freedom, and killed Paul and 
wounded Patrolman Ernest Moore. 

The pair fled westward and were 
captured weeks later in Arizona 
after a fight with Deputy Sheriffs, 
one of whom was killed. 

The first to be tried on being 
taken to New Castle, Mrs. Schro- 
der pleaded “an irresistible im- 
pulse to rob” as the motive for 
the many holdups she said she and 
Dague committed. 

On the witness stand she ad- 
mitted firing at Paul as he backed 
away from their car, and re-enact- 
ed the shooting, pointing an un- 
loaded pistol at the Prosecuting 
Attorney who posed as the patrol- 
man. She got “a thrill,” she said, 
from robberies and from wearing 
boys’ clothes. 

Dague was convicted a few days 
after the young woman had been 
convicted. He, too, admitted 
shooting at Paul, but said he had 
not hit him.

Reserve Board on October 
Trade Conditions.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—In- 
creased sales by depdrtments stores 
during October with decreased in- 
dustrial production, a decline in 
factory employment and a further 
downward movement in wholesalé 


commodity prices are reported 
the Federal Reserve Board in 
monthly summary of business 
financial conditions. 

The Value of building contracts 
which had grown in September in- 
creased further in October, the 
board said, but by a smaller 
abount than usual. Contracts for 
public works and utilities in- 
creased but there was substantial 
decrease in contracts for indus- 
trial building. 

The board said that while the 
volume of distribution of commod- 
ities by rail showed a decline re- 
tall trade increased considerably 
more than the seasonal amount. 

Industrial production, including 
both factories and mines, decreased 
by about 3 per cent in October, 
according to the Federal Reserve 
Board’s index, which makes allow- 
ance for the usual seasonal 
changes,” the review said. “This 
decline reflected a further de- 
crease in output of steel ingots, 
contrary to the usual seasonal 
movement, and a larger than sea- 
sonal decline in the output of au- 
tomobiles. 

Shoe Output Curtailed. 

“Ovtput in the shoe industry 
was also curtailed. Consumption 
of cotton by domestic mills showed 
a further increase of slightly more 
than the usual seasonal amount, 
and stocks of cotton cloth were 
further reduced. Increased activ- 
ity also was reported for the silk 
industry. Output of coal was in 
substantially larger volume than in 
September, while production of 
copper and petroleum declined. 

“The number of workers em- 
ployed showed a decrease for the 
month in foundries and in the au- 
tomobile, machine tool, woolen and 
shoe industries, while increases 
were reported in the number of 
persons. in the produc- 
tion of A. hosiery and 
radios. ty ey

“The general level of wholesale 
prices, as measured by the Bureau 
of Labor statistics index, declined 
in October and the decline contin- 
ued in the first half of November.

prices of hides, tin, petroleum and 
gasoline, while sugar and copper 
advanced. The price of cotton 
rose considerably at the end of Oc- 
tober from the low level prevail- 
ing early in the month.” 
Loans Decline, 
The board said the total volume 


banks showed relatively little 
change from the four-week period 
ending Nov. 12. Loans on securi- 
ties declined by $350,000,000, re- 
flecting reduction in loans to 
brokers and dealers in securities, 
while all other loans increased by 
$150,000,000, partly on account of 
purchases of acceptances by the 
member banks. 

Banks also increased their hold- 
ings of investments. The volume of 
reserve bank credit in use showed 
little change between the middle 
of October and the middle of No- 
vember. There was a further ad- 
dition of $30,000,000 to the stock 
of monetary gold and 4 decline of 
$20,000,000 in money in circula- 
tion. 

The board ssid money rates in 
the open market had eased slight- 
ly since the middle of October, 
with the rate on prime commercial 
paper declining from l per cent to 
2% to 3 per cent. It reported a 
reduction in the rate on bankers’ 
acceptances of long maturities and 
said long-time money rates as 
measured by yields on United 
States Government securities had 
declined slightly.

Earnestly and at length he wade 
caution in urging reservoirs for 
flood control—which were implied.

voirs would do for flood control 
and how much they would cost. 

“It has recently come to my no- 
tice that someone, whe apparently 
knows very little about the valley, 
wants to spend in the waterway 
improvement of the valley a billion 
dollars,” Gen. Brown remarked. 
“That is not so far afield, because 
we have already authorized fully 
half that much work. But - the 
thing that causes me to doubt His 
judgment is that he wants to er- 
pend that billion dollars in no time 
at all. It will be necessary ta find 
@ new species of men to do such 
things. It is true that today men 
can fly, which they never could do 
before. Yet the advice to keep 
both feet on the ground was never 
better than it is right now. 

“Here is what we have in view 
now in the valley: 

(1) To drive the IIlinois water- 
way to completion with all speed. 

(2) To prosecute with vigor 
the improvement of the Missouri 
from its mouth to Sioux City. 

(3) To execute the flood con- 
trol work on the lower Missis- 
sippi river fully as the law con- 
templates, looking all the time 
for more perfection in the plans. 

(4) To push the Ohio improve- 
ment out from the main stem as 
rapidiy as the means available 
will permit. 

Valley and Great Lakes. 

“The Illinois waterway connects 
the Valley system with the Great 
Lakes, and realizes a dream that 
La Salle must have dreamt. IHinois 
has nearly twenty millions of capi- 
tal there planted and not able to 
bear fruit until the project is com- 
plete. I believe in the St. Lawrence 
waterway to the sea, but I am con- 
vinced that the Illinois waterway is 
more vital to our prosperity than 
is even the St. Lawrence waterway. 
Chicago is the most important place 
on the Lakes, and there are on the 
Lakes an aggregation of industrial 
and population centers such as even 
now is not matched on any other 
trade route on earth. 

“The Missouri reaches through 
and to the heart of our food pro- 
ducing area. It is an unruly stream 


of power running on a soft bottom 


and between soft banks. Its con- 
trol is a river problem of difficulty 
unequalled anywhere within my 
knowledge. Many men have given 
it up as unsolvable, an equation of 
two unknown quantities. I believe 
that the solution is in sight a 
that in the next few years the Bi 
Muddy will be respecting the valu- 
able property on its immediate 
‘banks, will be building valuable 
land instead of -carrying it away; 
will be attending to its depth in- 
stead of meandering around 
through farm lands. It will cost 
something to achieve these results, 
but not so much as to make their 
attainment prohibitive. 

“rhe field for power is on the 
tributaries of the Ohio. All waters 
held back in flush times. will aid 
navigation in slack times. But if 
we hold water back for power, ‘we 
must hold it back with certainty; 
we cannot risk being caught with 
our reservoirs empty. If we are 
looking for power and navigation, 
we cannot subordinate them to 
holding back special flood waters. 

“We will know niore about the

fied now, however much they may 
be desired. 

“The plans for flood control will 
be under constant and practically: 
continuous review and experimen- 
tation as the years roll by, and 
progress is bound to be made un- 
less people lose their heads at some 
time and let dreams or phantasy 
carry them away from facts and 
actual conditions. There plans 
being. constantly evolved by those 
who know not the conditions of the 
problem nor the magnitudes of the 
quantities involved. Their results 
are fantastic in the highest degree. 
They aim at a very high mark in- 
variably, and that is very admir- 
able, but the strength necessary to 
draw the bow is always underesti- 
mated. 

“There are some who may be 

carried away with a method, a 
means to an end. They are stren-. 
uously advocating a system of res- 
ervoirs. I do not quarrel with a 
method. But at the present time 
I do not know what the method 
will achieve nor what it will cost; 
therefore I am not yet much con- 
cerned about that method. Three 
years ago Congress generously ap- 
propriated some millions of dollars 
for the survey of all important 
streams of the country, including 
those of the Mississippi Valley, to 
determine the possibilities and the 
practicabilities of their use for all 
general purposes. That examina- 
tion could be justified only on the: 
score of generosity and open mind- 
edness. Those surveys are prac- 
tically 50 per cent complete, and 
all will be complete in two more 
years. Before the data comes in 
it would be very unwise to com- 
mit one’s self as to résults, and 
wise men need not be cautioned 
on this score. 
“I hope the means to do the 
work will be forthcoming. The 
work will be done with the care 
that is needed to get the required 
results with economy.”

The market was feeble and spir- 
itless during the early hours of 
trading, several issues selling off 
temporarily 1 to 5 points, but a 
graduaj] upturn in the afternoon 
developed into a brisk advance in 


the final transactions. Total sales 
were only 1,600,000 shares, but the 
list closed firm. 

Woolworth, Sears-Roebuck and 
Macy gained about 3 points, Mont- 
gomery Ward 2, Hahn and May 


Department Stores gained about a 
point. Shattuck gained 2 points 
and Kroger Grocery 1. Such shares 
as U. S. Steel, American Can, Gen- 
eral Electric, Consolidated Gas, 
Electric Power & Light, Air Re- 
duction and Westinghouse Electric 
closed up a point or more. Inter- 
nationa] Harvester and Bethlehem 
lost 1 point and Firestone pre- 
ferred lost 5. Allied Chemical re- 
gained a 5-point loss. 
Grains Close Higher. 

The grain markets sagged for a 
time, as support appeared to have

Wall street is now awaiting with 
keen interest the developments in 
retail trade after the Thanksgiv- 
ing day holiday. when the first 
signs of the holiday trade usually 
appear.

The recipes for the oyster cock- 


tail. cranberry sauce, the salad and 
dessert follow: 
Cocktail Sauce. 

For eight servings mix one cup 
tomato catsup, one-fourth cup 
lemon juice, ome tablespoon grated 
horseradish, one teaspoon Worces- 
tershire sauce, a dash of cayenne 
pepper, salt and pepper to season. 
Chill and serve in small glasses sur- 
rounded by oysters on the half 
shell. This same sauce may be used 
for shrimp. crab-flakes or scallops. 

Cranberry Sauce. 

Pick over and wash four cups 
cranberries. Select the deep red 
variety if possible. Put in a sauce- | 
pan with one and one-half cups 
water, cover and cook for 10 min- 
utes or until the berries are broken. 
Stir in one and one-half cups sugar 
and cook until the sugar is dis- 
solved. This may be made severa! 
days before it is to be used. For 
cranberry jelly cook the berries in | 
the same way but when they are 
soft strain them, measure the juice. 
add an equal amount of sugar, and 
boil for five minutes. Pour into 
small molds and set aside to 
harden. 

Grapefruit-Chestnut Salad. 

Boil one pound of the large 
chestnuts for 10 to 15 minutes, 
then drain, cool, and remove the | 
shells and the thin brown inside | 
skin. Cut each chestnut crosswise | 
in slices or in half. Peel two large | 
firm grapefruit, cutting off all the 
white skin down to the pulp and 
leaving the gr€peffuit whole. Sep- 
arate each section with a thin 
sharp knife and lift it out. In this 
way large, whele sections of the 
fruit pulp are obtained and make 
a more effective salad. 

Arrange three sections of the | 
fruit on crisp lettuce about one- 
half an inch apart, fill the space 
between with the sliced chestnuts 
mixed with an equal amount ef 
diced celery. Garnish with narrow 
strips of pimento and serve with 
well seasoned French dressing. 
Serves eight.

Use either fresh cooked or 
canned pumpkin; the latter is very | 


convenient, as it saves the bother 
of peeling, steaming and preparing | 
the pumpkin. Put three cups of | 
pumpkin pulp in a bowl and add 
one and one-half cups light brown ' 
sugar, two teaspoons cinnamon, | 
one teaspoon ginger, one-half tea- | 
spoon allspice, ene and one-half | 
teaspoons salt and three well-beat- 
en eggs. Mix thoroughly, then stir 
in gradually two cups milk and one 
cup of undiluted evaporated milk. | 
Pour into a deep pie pan mned 
with good pastry and bake in a hot 
even for 15 minutes, then reduce 
the heat to 350 degrees, or a mod- | 
erate temperature, and continue 
epoking for 40 minutes longer or 
until firm. This makes one good- 
sized pie about two inches thick. , 
Sift one and one-half cups pastry | 
‘flour with one-half teaspoon salt. | 
Rub in one-half cup shortening | 
until the mixture its thoroughly | 
blended. Use a fork, tips of the 
fingers or one of the little pastry 
choppers that may be bought in 
most steres.

EPILEPSY. 
PILEPSY is a disease of which 
the ultimate cause or causes 
still remain unknown. The 
disease is chronic in nature, the 
brain being the seat of the dis- 
order. 
Epilepsy may exist in either se- 
vere or mild form. Clinically three 
gratics are recognized and desig- 
nated as the grand mal, petit mal, 
and the so-called psychic epilepsy. 
These grades are differentiated 
principally on the degree of loss 
of consciousness and of convulsion 
that the afflicted one suffers. 
In grand mal the loss of con- 
sciousness is complete and may last 
for several minutes. In petit mal 
the loss of consciousness may re- 
semble a momentary faint. 
The convulsive seizures in epilep- 
sy are often very violent. Because 
of this the patient is liable to in- 
jure himself grievously. The sud- 
denness with which the seizure sets 
in causes the sufferer to fall with- 
out warning. 
During the period of uncon- 
sciousness, when the muscles 
rigid and there are many convul- 
sive movements, the epileptic is 
liable to bite and injure his cheeks 
and tongue. 
Little can be done for the suf- 
ferer during 4 seizure to minimne 
its severity or to shorten its dura- 
tion. Something, however, may be 
done to keep him from injuring 
himself. Thus, tight clothing 
should be loosened, and a pad of 
some sort, in an emergency made 
out of a tightly folded handker- 
chief, should be inserted between 
his teeth. 
- A true cure for epilepsy is still 
unavailable, though a number of 
drugs are used with much benefit 
to the sufferers. The treatment of 
epilepsy, however, involves much 
more than drugs, and each case 
needs careful and individual study.
